It would be just 
as easy for every Calhoun farmer to have a cow 
of that kind. There is little profit in scrub cattle 
L’hey generally cost as much to keep as they bring 
in, and it costs but little more to keep a thorough­ 
bred cow, which will, through increased and im 
proved output, prove a substantial profit to the 
owner.

In almost every \part of the South there are 
dairy concerns in the towns, creameries that offer 
a good market for ah the milk and cream the 
farmers have to sell. Where there are no cream­ 
eries there generally is a good demand in nearby 
towns for the farmer’s dairy products. A smal 
dairy herd of really good cattle will soon pay for 
itself, and there is no more work or expense at­ 
tached to maintaining a herd of good cows than 
there is in keeping up a scrub herd.

By improving the dairy herd and paying at 
tention to the production and sale of dairy pro­ 
ducts the average farmer would be able to adc 
substantially to his income, and, as Mr. Prentice 
points out, this is a time when the farmer needs 
to increase his income from other sources than 
cotton.

They were under a considerable spell of emotion at 
the shocking change they had seen in the presi­ 
dent. Moreover, had they not remained absolute­ 
ly still they would not have heard a word he said.

It appeared there just a few weeks 
ago. 
In it Marshall F. Truex, 
of 
Lansing, lives far away from every 
living soul except one, because he is 
afflicted with dreaded leprosy. 
In 1898 Traux, then just a strip­ 
ling, entered the American army as 
a volunteer in the war against Spain. 
After the war he remained in the 
3rn»y was assigned to duty in the 
Philippines. 
There he contracted 
leprosy, whch, however, did not begin 
to show at once. 
For a time he re­ 
mained at the soldiers’ home in Day­ 
ton, Ohio, and later he was sent to the 
Government hospital for diaahltd sol­ 
diers at Milwaukee. 
Last February 
Truax returned to 
his home here from the Government 
hospital. 
The local health authori­ 
ties induced him to go back, but he 
did not remain long. He was back in 
Lansing in July, and he recently was 
taken by the authorities here to the 
site of his present home. He is being 
treated for his ailment by Dr. James 
A. Humphrey, City Health Director of 
Lansing, through whose efforts Truax 
was placed in his present isolated but 
comfortable situation. 
Chnmulga

Truax has

The companion of Truax in his exile 
is 
Wendell 
Bixler, also of Lansing. 
By a ruling of the Health Board of 
Grayling neither of the two men is 
permitted to enter the town. 
They 
are not even to have the half section 
tract of Government land on which 
their cottage stands. 
They must re­ 
main away from all other persons. 
The only human voices they may hear 
other than their own come through 
the telephone 
installed in the cot* 
tage.

They have * mail box nailed to a 
tree on the lonely road and receive 
the daily papers and letters. 
Their 
food «applies ere delivered to them 
at the edge of the reservation onée a 
week now. When Winter sets in and 
the road must be dug out because of 
the heavy snows their supplies will 
come to them from Grayling once a 
month. The fuel supply, consisting of 
coal and wood, is already in for the 
approaching Winter. 
The cottage is situated just a few 
rods from the edge of Lake Nagel. It

Outside the surroundings are wild 
and beautiful. 
Lake Nagel is rircu 
lar and about a mile across with 
woods.
